® 1344 Region VI reported during the interagency VTC that there is a peroxide issue near
Arkema Inc. — Crosby Plant (18000 Crosby Eastgate Rd, Crosby TX). Trucks (possibly
abandoned) are pressed up against the Plant. The trucks are carrying peroxide. If
peroxide reaches a certain temperature (~70F) it becomes unstable; it may also
dissipate. The condition of the A/C in the trucks is unknown, but it is a concern that it
will not be able to cool the product. The estimated blast radius 1.5 miles. This area was
previously evacuated (flood water). Region VI ESF10 is aware of the situation and
working with TCEQ to understand/resolve (possibly move trucks, stabilize A/C, etc).
